do. Some ot onr beat scholars 
are very careless in their choice 
of words and In building ten- 
tencei. The editor does not like 
to tamper with their manuscript, 
and jet to leave it aa it % re- 
flects on hie qualifications. Home 
write carelessly, hastily and al- 
most thoDKhtlessly. The; write 
their first impressions as if they 
were writing by inspiration, 
without taking time and pains to 
be sure that what they write is 
tree, or if true, whether it be 
prudent. Others are well in- 
formed, and are fully competent 
in every way to write for the pa- 
per ; bat on some account they 
withhold their help altogether, 
or nearly so ; and then they seem 
to take delight in finding fault 
with the paper, its editor, its 
contributors and correspondents, 
and in fact, with almost every- 
thing, but they seem to make 
very little or no effort to make 
thingB better. What we want 
to make our papjr better in its 
contents, is, to unite onr in- 
telligent efforts to improve the 
Evanqelist, and this would have 
to be done to give ua, a better 
new church weekly. 

Instead of uniting our forces, a 
new ohurch weekly would divide 
oar talents, our sympathies; and, 
possibly, our fellowship. It the 
patronage is not sufficient to give 
as one good, live, respectable 
church weekly, how can we find 
patronage for two I Two would 
introduce competition and might 
lead lo an increased effort on the 
part of both ; but is it not likely 
that in this competition there 
would be some unkind feelings, 
and, perhaps, unbrotberly and 
unchristian treatment? Proba- 
bly, there would ultimately be ft 
survival of the fittest; but grant- 
ing, that, in the contest, one 
would soon become much better 
than the other, would the extra 
^uod accomplished outweigh the 
barni that would necessarily re- 
sult from a division of our inter- 
est, our sympathy and our means 
for doing good ? 

This is not all, if our publish- 
ing interests are ever to be trans- 
ferred to the church, the fewer 
weekly papers the church is re- 
quired to purchase the better. 
The reason why the church does 
not own and manage this busi- 
neai now, is want of lunds. 
Another weekly, however good 
it may be, will not improve this 
feature. 

But why should there be a 
new church weekly ? The 
present editor is ready to give 
the entire editorial management 
over to any one who will do it 
better. Ot course, he does not 
propose to pay the new editor ; 
but would it not he better and 
cheaper, and would it not re- 
sult in tenfold more good, for na 
to raise ihe funds to support 
the new editor — who should, 
probably, he the one who would 
edit the new weekly — than it 
would for us to support the new 
paper in iotum. If this cannot 
be done, cannot those, who are 
so intensely interested in a bitter 
paper that they would publish a 
new paper in case the Evan- 
gkust cannot be brought up to 
their standard of excellence, — 1 
ask it in all candor, — cannot 
those brethren raise the funds 
and bay the Evasoelist? Of 
course, they could establish an- 
other office cheaper; but their 
knowledge of the business and 
of all the circumstances, must 


tell them that there would 
greater risk and unpleasantness, 
Of course, we all want a good 
church paper — a better peper 
than we have ever yet had — the 
beat in onr power to have, bat 
the sooner we unite ell oar 
toroes, our intellects and means, 
the sooner we will realise oar 
desires, and the more good we 
will accomplish. Why can we 
not give the E v ash e list each a 
boom that it can afford to be as 
good as any new paper, we could 
establish? All my desires, and 
prayers, and efforts, shall be tor a 
concentration of mind and money, 
for the purpose ol making the 
Evangelist ae good asany chnrch 
weekly could be made. Ardent- 
ly ae I desire such improvement, 
I woold rather get along with it 
as it iB a wbile longer, than to 
give any encouragement to a new 
church weekly and the division 
and results, that I tear would 
necessarily follow. 

When I first heard of the new 
chnrch weekly, knowing that it 
would be lawful, said and did 
but little to discourage it; but 
the mare I consider its expe- 
diency, the more my feelings are 
arrayed against it. Having now 
spoken my sentiments, I shall 
submit the whole matter to the 
prudence of the brotherhood and 
the providence ot tiod.

It is well known that the first love 
feast held in America by the Tunker 
Brethren, was held at t.ermantown, 
Pa., on the 26th of December, 172a. At 
this time, it may be said, they yet 
dwelt in the wilderness. 

it appears the custom then was, to 
have meetings at ten o'clock. Then 
at the close of the meeting, have din- 
ner for all present. Then for several 
hours the time wss spent in conversa- 
tion, fu these conversations they 
doubtless often spoke of the Father- 
land, of Germany, of the ineetiufstnuy 
had there, ;aud of things thai happened 
In the church. lu the year 170S eight 
poisons were baptized in the river 
Aeder, by three immersions forward. 
This was the beginning of the Breth- 
ren church. At the time they had no 
name as a church, and simply called 
tl iemSeTv'fB The bTetlir ajl 

i'eter Becker and about twenty 
families came to Pennsylvania in 171B, 
Alexander Mack, and about thirty 
families In H29. After coming here 
when speaking of the Brethren In Ger- 
many, they made use of the name DU 
SchieaiwMuer'lattjfsuiliQ BJjtckyaTley 
BapTtSuTT 

1 TfeEave no acoount what their num- 
bers may have been at any time, but it 
seems reasonable to suppose that not 
more than tbe half of them ever came 
to America. Those that remained 
were scattered abroad, and the church 
In Germany ceased to exist.
